The Marriage Workshop is de- 
signed to grapple with the issues of 
family living. It is organized and

Zimmerman's adventures on 
Lake Okeechobee have not been his 
only claims to fame, and they 
probably won't be his last. 

He went to work at age 15 in a 
steel foundry near Chicago, then 
migrated to Canada where he won 
33 national championship medals 
in swimming, diving, canoeing and 


,track events. He also played on 


championship teams in basketball, 
hockey, baseball, bowling, football, 
water polo and war canoeing. 

In 1907, he was the first man to 
Shoot the Saint Lawrence River 
rapids in\a canoe, and the first to 
paddle a cnaoe from Montreal to 
Chicago. In 1914 he became the fir- 
st underwater movie actor in the 

filming of “20,000 Leagues 
Under the Sea," which was shot 
near Highbourne Cay in the Atlan- 


tic. 
A professional diver by trade, 


R. M. ZIMMERMAN 


Zimmerman assisted the produc- 
tion of the sequel to that, movie, 
"Mysterious Island,” in 1926. 

It.was while making that film 
that he saved six-lives from the 
ravaging: wind and water of an 
Atlantic hurricane - the same one 
that later claimed many lives along 
Lake Okeechobee near Moore 
Haven. 

Zimmerman explained that he 
and five other persons had to ride 
out the storm on a small yacht an- 
chored near a barge used to carry 
equipment. When the barge 
threatened to collide with the 
yacht, Zimmerman swam with gale 
force winds in extremely rough 
seas to cut the barge from its 
mooring. Before he finished, he had

hospital, Sam Goldwyn of Metro-
